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Library Developer 
May Be Chosen At 
Monday Meeting

With the competition now narrowed down 
to three developers, town officials expect to 
choose a developer to renovate Memorial 
Hall Library next week, according to the 
Reuse Committee chairman 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
Monday that town officials have reviewed 
bids from developers interested in the $4.5 
million library expansion project, and have 
eliminated all but three bidders 

Reuse Committee Chairman Lawrence 
Spiegel said yesterday that his committee 
would probably choose a developer, based 
on Mahony’s recommendation, during a 
4:30 p.m. meeting next Monday at Town 
Hall 

At that time, Spiegel said, the committee 
expects to hear a presentation from the 
developer. The town’s Industrial Revenue 
Finance Authority will also meet at the 
same time to vote on preliminary approval 
of the developer's industrial revenue bonds 

The developer who wins the project will 
renovate the public library and build an 

iddition to the town’s specifications, work 
ing from plans drawn for Andover by Bos 
Bulfinch

He remembers one wedding where the 
wedding party, assembled outside the Lan- 
im Club for a formal portrait, was amused 
by a frog hopping around their feet. ‘‘Ev- 
eryone was watching the frog.

But by the sixties, the Musgrove was 
neglected and deteriorating, and its upper 
floors were all but empty. ‘‘People hated 
the Musgrove,’ Graber remembers. ‘‘I 
used to tell people, ‘That's a beautiful build- 
ing. look at it.’ But people didn’t see the 
shape of the building for the fact that it was 
sort of shabby.” 

Post Office Avenue, since renovated into 

1 charming little street,’’ was also ‘‘grub- 
by and shabby”’ 20 years ago, with only a 
gravel roadway. ‘‘People didn’t see that 
those were neat buildings.’ 

Junior high and high school students grav 
itated downtown after school during the 
sixties, Graber says. The high school had 
moved from what is now the Doherty Junior 
High site to what is now West Junior High 
when he arrived, but kids were stiil in the 
habit of heading for Main Street every af 
High school students met at 
Ford's coffee shop on Main Street, and 
junior high students, at DeQuattro’s restau- 
rant in the Musgrove 

Many of those students became friends of 
the young photographer. ‘‘I was in my twen- 
ties, and of interest to them because I was 
new and I was working for myself — they 
thought that was really neat.’’ Young peo- 
ple crowded his little shop every afternoon, 
sitting on the desk and in every corner, 
talking, ‘‘and then Bill Doherty would walk

football in the twenties. It became kind of a 
hangout.” 

Graber took photos of those students, and 
of his neighbors in the building: a bar- 
bershop (‘I could do a whole show on the 
barbershop’), DeQuattro’s, a shoe repair 
shop, a town bar. “‘I think now of stuff I 
should've done and didn’t,”’ he says. ‘‘Reg- 
gie Norton ran a shoe repair shop on Post 


Office Ave., and he used to put out a sign 
that said, ‘Closed, Gone Fishing.’ I wish |

The Musgrove building as he knew it died 
on June 5, 1970, when the roof fell in. Grab- 
er was in his car parked outside the building 
when a beam crashed through the top floors 

he heard the explosion, and saw a shower 
of glass and bricks and water streaming 
down the side of the building 

The building was closed and its tenants 
were suddenly homeless. (Graber snuck in 
to use his darkroom, even though there was 
no electricity; he printed by candlelight. ) 

Many townspeople believed the time was 
right for tearing down the Musgrove, and an 
“urban renewal” plan for razing all of 
downtown and rebuilding it as a ‘Colonial 
shopping mall’’ was proposed to town meet- 
ing (where it was defeated). The building

He had been publisher of the Lawrence 
Eagle-Tribune for 40 years, having as- 
sumed the position from his father, Alexan- 
der H. Rogers. On Aug. 20, 1982, the same 
day that he had taken control of the newspa- 
per, he turned ownership over to his son, 
Irving E. Rogers, Jr., retaining his interest 
in the company by remaining as chairman 
of the board 


While his principal concern was in the 
production of the award-winning daily 
newspaper, Mr. Rogers was also interested 
in the community press as well, as evi- 
denced in his acquisition of the Andover 
Townsman in 1949. With a circulation only 
in the hundreds for a community newspaper 
which began publication in 1894, his lead- 
ership resulted in steady growth and im- 
provement resulting in today’s circulation 
in excess of 6,000 and receipt of several 
journalistic awards 

\ softspoken individual, Mr. Rogers ran 
his newspapers on family principles and 
took a personal interest in the day to day 
operations, including dealing with all of the 
personnel under his command. It was not 
unusual for him to make daily visits with

employees and to be accessible to the gen- 
eral public as well. 

Persons having concerns about their com- 
munity spoke with him and he passed the 
requests on to staff members for follow up. 

He was also involved in the community, 
continually seeking ways to improve oppor- 
tunities and the quality of life for its people. 

He was particularly instrumental in the 
economic recovery of Greater Lawrence in 
the early 1950s, following the exit of the 
textile industry, the city’s lifeblood, to the 
south 

With unemployment in the area the high- 
est in the country, Mr. Rogers spearheaded 
the formation of a development and indus- 
trial commission which brought new and 
diversified industries into the vacant mill 
buildings and earned for the city the reputa- 
tion of ‘The City That Wouldn’t Die.” 

His personal leadership style, a rare com- 
modity in the modern-day newspaper indus- 
try, has resulted in these newspapers 
remaining among the few that are family- 
owned. He worked to maintain that family 
image in his newspapers in an era when 
over a quarter of all newspapers in the 
country are owned by impersonal chains. 

His involvement in the community is evi- 
denced by his interest in Bon Secours Hos- 
pital, where he served as chairman of the 
board, and the Lawrence Boys Club. He was 
active in the Lawrence General-Bon Se- 
cours Joint Hospital Fund, which provided 
improved health care facilities for the com- 
munity and also worked to unify the two 
hospitals in providing better services to 
area resident. 

In 1976 Bon Secours Hospital dedicated its 
new acute care building in his honor. 

While these were major contributions, 
Mr. Rogers also assisted in other benefi- 
cient services such as Greater Lawrence 
Hospice, Nevins Home, Methuen and Good- 
will Industries, to name a few. 

He established the Rogers Family Foun- 
dation which has given more than $1 million 
to worthwhile causes 

He also gave of his energies to the Auto- 
mobile Club, Central Catholic High School 
and Merrimack College. The Eagle-Tribune 
Santa Fund, an annual effort to provide 
Christmas cheer to those less fortunate, 
was a favorite beneficiary of his generosity 

Mr. Rogers was instrumental in forming 
the Greater Lawrence United Fund, provid- 
ing the opportunity for people to direct their 
contributions to one organization rather 
than several individual charities 

Born in Lawrence Aug. 20, 1902, he at- 
tended Lawrence High School and grad- 
uated from Phillips Academy, Andover, in 
1921. He was a member of the class of 1925

school of journalism at the University of 
Wisconsin. 

He began his newspaper career with his 
father at the Lawrence Daily Eagle and 
Evening Tribune during the 1920s as a re- 
porter. He later was general manager of 
the Rogers-owned Lawrence radio station 
WLAW until its sale in 1953. 

He was married to Martha Elizabeth 
Buttrick in Free Christian Church, And- 
over, June 16, 1928. 

There were three sons, Irving E., Jr., 
Allan B. and Alexander H.

Irving E., Jr., of Andover, is publisher of 
the Lawrence Eagle-Tribune and the And- 
over Townsman.

41-Year Postal Career To End 
For Postmaster Ed Morrissey

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Andover Postmaster Edward J. Morrissey 


Challenges Ruling 


Andover attorney and Republican State 


Committee member William E. Melahn 
filed a lawsuit in Superior Court contending 
the the secretary of .the Commonwealth 
incorrectly ruled that he is not permitted to 
use the phrase ‘‘Candidate for Re-Election’’ 
next to his name on the ballot for the Re- 
publican state election to be held in March 
1984. 

The state committee positions, of which 
there are 80 for each political party, are 
voted upon at the same time as the Presi- 
dential Primaries 

Melahn, who is the incumbent, contends 


that he was elected in accordance with the 
bylaws of the Republican Party and should 
be permitted to list himself as a candidate 
for re-election. The dispute hinges upon an 
interpretation of the phrase, ‘‘elected in 
cumbent,’’ contained in Chap. 53 Sec. 70D 
Melahn obtained a court order Thursday 
requiring the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth to show cause why it should not be 
restrained from printing the ballot pending 
the disposition of his lawsuit. The ruling on 
his request was slated to be heard befére 
Superior Court Justice Meyer on Tuesday, 
Nov. 22, at 9:30 a.m. at Suffolk County 


He joined the postal service in Andover as 
a temporary employee, straight out of high 
school.

Morrissey lives on Chestnut Street with 
his wife, Janet; their two grown sons, Jo- 
seph and Richard, also live in Andover 

He accepted what was to be a temporary 
position at the post office after graduating 
from Punchard High School, and he did 
everything — I carried mail, I worked asa 
clerk, I drove a mail truck.”’ 

Morrissey left the post office for a two- 
year hitch with the U.S. Navy during World 
War II (he was stationed in San Diego), and 
in 1946 returned to what was to become a 
lifetime career in Andover 

During the years that followed, he did 

most everything there is to be done’”’ at 
the post office, he says, from delivering 
rural routes to running offices 

And when he was named postmaster in 
1979. he became responsible for ‘‘every 
phase’’ of postal operations in Andover 

He has,.of course, seen many changes in 
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the town’s postal service during the last 41 
years. ‘‘When I started, we had one vehicle

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Special Driving Skills Needed For Winter 


If you drive a car for work or pleasure, now is the 
time to start thinking about safety in the frigid 
months ahead, says the Insurance Information In- 
stitute. 

The easiest thing to do when ice and snow cover 
roads is to leave your car home and take public 
transportaion, but in many parts of the snowbelt 
region that’s easier said than done. If you must 
drive, the institute urges that you exercise care at 
all times. 

Here are tips that should allow you to drive safely 
and comfortably in the winter months: 

Be especially careful when braking or accelerat- 
ing at dusk or dawn when streets and roads are 
frequently iciest. 

If your car starts to skid, steer in the direction of 
the skid. This maneuver is intended to get the front 
of the car in line with the rear of the car. Take your 
foot off the accelerator. don’t start braking until 
the car has slowed and you have regained control. 

Don't be a peephole driver. Take a few minutes 
before leaving home or work to clear ice and snow 
off the front and back windows of your car. If snow 
accumulates while driving, stop and repeat the job. 

Turn slowly on wet and slick areas. 

Watch for icy patches on overpasses, bridges and 
hills. These areas freeze quickly, usually before 
other road surfaces 

Increase the distance between your car and the 
car ahead. It will help to avoid a collision in case of 
sudden stops 

When approaching an intersection, be prepared to 
respond to traffic light changes. The stop-and-go 
traffic at intersections makes the road surface very 
slippery 

Make sure you have good snow tires. 

The institute advises every motorist to anticipate 
emergencies. A winter survival kit in your ear 
ought to include at least one pair of heavy gloves, 
flares, matches and flashlight with fresh batteries, 
battery jumper cables with instructions regarding 
their proper use, screwdriver and pliers, a heavy 
wool blanket, ice scraper, rock salt, sand or gravel 
to pour under the tires if you get bogged down in 
snow 

The comprehensive coverage in an automobile

Strike Force Formed 


To Halt Auto Thefts 


Gov. Michael S. Dukakis announced a 
sweeping crackdown on auto theft in Mas- 
sachusetts which includes an unprecedent- 
ed cooperative effort among local, state 
and federal law enforcement agencies and 
the insurance industry. 

The comprehensive crackdown made 
public this month is aimed at reversing an 
auto theft pattern which has made Massa- 
chusetts the leading state in stolen car 
Statistics for several years. 

‘For car thieves, both professional and 
amateur,’’ Dukakis said, ‘stealing cars has 
been a low-risk venture with a high rate of 
return. While people are shopping in malls, 
car thieves with their own shopping lists 
are stealing cars which have been ordered 
in advance through sophisticated car theft 
rings 


The Governor aid that law enforcement 
officials are well aware of the magnitude of 


the problem. *‘This problem has been stud- , 


ied to death. Now it’s time for some ac- 
tion,”’ he said. 

For the first time detectives from the 
state, metropolitan, registry and Boston 
police departments and the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation will work together in a 25- 
member strike force to uncover and de- 
stroy the $100 million auto theft business in 
Massachusetts 


The strike force will be augmented by 
resources and a backup force from the 
attorney general and district attorney of- 
fices, MBTA and Capitol police, Massachu- 
setts Auto Rating and Accident Prevention 
Bureau and the Massachusetts Motor Vehi- 
cle Reinsurance Facility. 

To complement the police crackdown on 
organized crime rings and fraud schemes 
that have given Massachusetts the reputa- 
tion of ‘auto theft capital of the nation,”’ a 
public information campaign will be 
launched by Secretary of Consumer Affairs 
Paula Gold to inform car owners of the 
most effective techniqus for preventing 
their cars from being stolen 

In Massachusetts, where one car is stolen 
very 10 minutes, the auto theft rate is near- 
ly twice the national average and the high- 
est of all states 

The 25-member police strike force is 
made up of five officers from each of the 


state, metropolitan, registry and Boston 
police departments and five FBI agents. It 
will be headed by Maj. Peter W. Agnes, 
director of the State Office of Investiga- 
tions, who will report directly to Secretary 
of PUblic Safety Charles V. Barry. 

The cooperative effort among police 
agencies which is the cornerstone of the 
governor's Auto Theft Strike Force is 
unique, according to James Greenleaf, FBI 
special agent in charge of the four state 
New England region of Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

‘This is the first time in the history of the 
region that the federal, state and local law 
enforcement communities have taken a se- 
rious step, not only in identifying the scope 
of the auto theft problem, but in doing 
something about it,’’ Greenleaf said. 

The insurance industry will play an inte- 
gral role in both the law enforcement and 
public information efforts by providing 
funding and sharing information regarding 
auto theft and fraud. The Massachusetts 
Auto Rating and Accident Prevention Bu- 
reau made up of all automobile insurance 
companies in the state, will provide $475,000 
to help support the police strike force and 
the public information campaign. The Mas- 
sachusetts Motor Vehicle Reinsurance Fa- 
cility will funnel information about 
suspicious insurance claims and repair bills 
to the strike force. 

George Morison, president of the Massa- 
chusetts Auto Rating and Accident Preven- 
tion Bureau, said that the auto insurers 
enthusiastically supported the effort. 

Raymond M. LaFontaine, head of the 
reinsurance facility, added, ‘‘Automobile 
theft has been an epidemic for too many 
years in Massachusetts. As an industry, we 
are happy to have a governor who has the 
vision to recognize this problem and take 
positive action to eliminate it. I feel an 
intensive law enforcement effort, coupled 
with the planned public awareness cam- 
paign, can only reflect positively on the 
rates Massachusetts motorists pay for their 
insurance. ”’

was saved by a developer who purchased 
the Musgrove and all of Post Office Avenue 
for $80,000, Graber says. 

Graber found new quarters on Park 
Street, and became a ‘‘crusader’’ for And- 
over landmarks. He campaigned — unsuc- 
cessfully — to save the old fire station 
behind Town Hall (the former fire station 
site is now the Town Hall parking lot), but 
at least salvaged a load of bricks that are 
now his driveway. 

He admits that Elm Square had to 
change. ‘Obviously it couldn’t go on the 
way it was — that’s the economics of a 
prime business location.’’ But the photogra- 
pher is not impressed with the square’s 


The photographer has some ideas for 
future shows now, particularly one on Park 
Street and the demolition of the fire station. 

He no longer works downtown: He left 
Park Street three years ago, and the site of 
his last shop is now Justin’s restaurant. He 
misses working in the business district 
(‘‘Working alone can get very lonely’). And 
it has been years since he last wandered 
around Andover with his camera; everyday 
scenes seem too commonplace now. 
‘Twenty years ago, I was new and looking 
ai it with a fresh eye.”’ 

But he recently realized that ‘‘the things 
that seem perfectly ordinary today will be 
interesting 20 years from now. I should try 
and go out, because things disappear and 
things change,’’ Richard Graber says. ‘‘No- 
body else is doing it — so I'll appoint myself 


eighties look. to do it. 


“It's very glossy now — all of downtown 
Andover has become much more glossy.”’ 
The small family-owned boutiques that 
once lined Main Street have been replaced 
by large bank-owned facades, he notes. 
“It's completely different.”’ 

As for the infamous Elm Square renova- 
tions: Graber says he is ‘rather bitter” 
about the wide concrete sidewalks poured 
around the Musgrove. ‘‘I just think that’s a 
real mess. Brick or almost anything else 
would have been better, but concrete — 
that’s there forever.”’ 

Andover itself is a changed community, 
he adds. a much more transient one. He 
remembers a time when a resident of 
‘only’’ 15 years who rose to speak at town 
meeting was considered an upstart; today, 
residents of two or three years run for local 
office 

And he remembers a sense of disdain 
between townspeople and Phillips Acade- 
my. a rivalry non-existent now that the 
academy community is also more tran- 
sient. ‘That old town-gown thing was really 
a charniing relic of the past.”’ 

Graber had forgotten about his Elm 
Square photos, most of them never printed, 
until just last year. He was inspired to 
create an exhibit when he printed a few 
shots of the Musgrove and local residents 
didn't recognize the building. He was sur- 
prised: “‘To me, the Musgrove building 
always looks like that — I translate it to 
that in my mind. But it has been a transfor- 
mation — it’s just not the same building.”’ 


At times, strings of popcorn, berries and gilt 
nuts, as well as paper flowers, tiny dolls, cnadies 
and cookies, were used to decorate the Christmas 
tree.
